THOUSANDS FACE EVICTION. 


Striking Miners in Ohio Ordered to 
Pay Ten Months’ Rent Now Due.

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SEIZURES BEFORE SENATE. 


Walsh Resolution Asks President for 
Data as to Copper. . 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. .29.—Two as- 
pects of the question involved in the 
American note to Great Britain occu- 
pied the attention of the Senate for 
a.short time this afternoon, Mr. 
Walsh of Montana introduced a reso- 
lution requesting the President, if 


-jnot incompatible with the public in- 


terest, to send to the Senate copies 
of ail communications ~ exchanged 
with belligerent nations concerning 
seizures of copper in ships from 
American ports. Just before that Mr. 
Smith of Georgia” had presented a 
protest from . certain citizens of 
Brunswick Ga., against. Great Brit- 
ain’s recent inclusion of naval stores 
in the Hst of contraband. 

Much copper is produced in Mon- 
tana, and Mr. Walsh has been active 
in urging the Administration to take 
a decided stand against seizures of 
shipments from American to other 
neutral ports. His resolution. in ad- 
dition to asking for the correspond- 
ence, asked for copies of certain 
proclamations of. the ~warring na- 
tions putting copper on the condi- 
tional contraband list. His resolu- 
tion also inquired particularly as to 
correspondence -in the files of the 
State Department regarding the 
British order in Council of Nov, 2, 
1914, in which it was declared that 
if one of the principal Secretaries 
of State was convinced that an en- 
emy country was drawin supplies 
from a neutral country, shipments of 
contraband to that neutral country 
should not be immune from seizure. 
Mr: Walsh will speak on ‘his resolution 
on. Thursday. 

Comment from various ‘quarters 
made it_plain that there was general 
approval in the Senate of the note 
addressed to the British Foreign Of- 
fice by the American Government. It 
is not too much to say that Demo- 
cratic Senators read of the note with 
marked relief, as they had grown 
‘estive under the repeated . taunt 
that the Democratic Administration 
was timid in its — —— Sen- 
ator Kern of Indiana, the majority 
leader, said the note was timely. He 
predicted that it would have a good 
effect. Senator Overman . of orth 
Carolina said it was time to protest 
against the treatment iven to 
American commerce by British men-of- 
war. 

The Republican leader in _ the 
House, Mr. Mann of Illinois, said: 

“Our rights on the high seas must 
be upheld with dignity and firm- 
Mess. I commend the Administration 
for the position it has taken. I do 
fot believe that“we ought to resign 
all our rights on *#he seas. to for- 
eign countries. England has contin- 
ually and persistently seized neu- 
tral. vessels carrying neutral cargoes 
to. neutral orts.

The report 
points out that, in spite of the hamper- 
ing conditions, the balance of trade in 
favor of the United States was $70,000,- 
000 for the first three weeks in Decem- 
ber, while the full month will probaoly 
show a balance of $100,000,000.

ENGLAND A GOOD BUYER. 


One-third of Total Exports Last 
Month Went to Great Britain. 


The only -countries that are buying 
larger quantities of American products 
today than’ they did a year ago are 
Great Britain; France, and the other 
countries that are at war with Ger- 
many, according to a circular issued re- 
eently - by the Philadelphia Foreign 
Trade Bureau. It is also pointed out 
that nearly one-third of the total ex- 
ports that went out of New York in 
November, representing a little mote 
than one-third of the total shipments 
from all ports in the United States,. 
went to. Great Britain. Under normal 
éonditions,~ it is said, approximately 
one-fifth of the exports from New 
York are consigned to ports in England, 
Scotland, and Iréland.

‘Gen. O’RYAN’S purpose is good, of 
course. He is anxious to make his 
military. organization as effictent as 
possible, to fill it with hardy young 
mén. who will; take seriously to 
soldiering. But’ all of his_ soldiers 
havé to earf their living in. civil 
occupations and he can make the 
National Guard quite as efficient and 
equal to the severest demands made 
upon it by the War Department while 
permitting it to retain its social char- 
acter. He has not a single ping pong 
soldier on the rolls. while there’-is 
dancing, and plenty of it, at all the 
army posts. The general and _ well- 
| directed efforts of the Merchants’ As- 
sociation and other influential bodies 
to encourage enlistments in the mi- 
litia are most commendable, but they 
may not-be very effective if the rou- 
tine of the National Guard is to be 
deprived of all its old attractiveness.

A STATE CONSTABULARY. 

The Merchants’ Association of New 
York resolved yesterday to urge. upon 
the Legislature the: need of a law to 
establish a State Constabulary on the 
Pennsylvania plan. The efficiency of 
the Aqueduct police hag demonstrated 
to dwellers in- neighboring. counties 
the desirability of a permanent force 
of that kind for the protection of life 
and property, and particularly to do 
the police work on a large scale hith- 
erto assigned, not always with the 
best results, to the National Guard. 
The employment of soldiers to sup- 
press rioting is always a questionable 
policy. They are not technically 
trained to police work, and the object 
of their organization is to protect the 
State and the nation in case of inva- 
sion or war in any form. 

The work of the State police in 
strike riots in Pennsylvania, on the 
other hand, has been remarkably ef- 
fective and at a comparatively small 


cost to the State. But there is plenty 


of other work for a State Constabu- 
lary. It would not be an ornamental 
organization er one for merely’ occa- 
sional use. In the counties near New 
York City the protection of a mounted 
patrol has long been needed; local po- 
lice organization in the rural districts 
throughout the State has not yet sat- 
isfied the needs of the rapidly growing 
population, and is not ‘likely to. The 
idea of a State Constabulary is not 
new. It has been more or less in the 
public mind for. many years. This 
seems to be the right time to give 
form to the idea.

As- 
sociation for the Advancement of Science 
this. week contained the interesting 
statement that ‘“‘the life of a brain 
worker should consist of forty years of 
preparation and forty years of fruitful 
labor.”* 

The maker of this assertion, curiously 
enough, seemed to be much more 
troubled by the infrequency with which 
the subjects of. his disquisition justify 
its second half by both the quality. and 
the quantity of their achievements than 
by the rarity of those among them: who 
find it convenient—who even think it de- 
sirable—to devote the whole, 
thing like the whole, of their first forty 
years to preparation for/doing things in 
the néxt forty—which they may .or may 
not have. Considerations usually not 
unconnected with the sincerely believed, 
though perhaps only imagined, necessity 
to earn. a living lead most toilers with 
the braih to attempt ‘‘ fruitful work ”’ 
long before they are much more than 
half of forty, and all the preparation for 
further doing they are likely to get is 
obtained from the doing itself, as they 
go along. 

That plan, fortunately, has ‘fairly good 
results fairly often, and if they are not 
the best possible it usually cannot be 
helped. A vast amount of admirable 
work has been done by men—and of 
course by women—under forty. Look- 
ing back at it in after years, some with 
which they were quite content at the 
time doubtless seems rather amateurish, 
but, on the other hand, their present ac- 
complishments perhaps as often are seen 
to-be lacking in something which only 
youth, its energies, its vivacities, and its 
hopes, can give. The French, by their 
lament, ‘‘If youth knew, if old. age 
could! *’ have neatly expressed the most 
sorrowful of life’s dilemmas, and Dr. 
Bishop did not escape from its horns.

WORLD’S FOOD SUPPLY. 


Increase It by Practical Farm Train- 
ing, Says Mr. Powell. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

While farming is productive of enormous 
annual wealth, it ig yet practically an un- 
developed tndustry, for its possibilities have 
nowhere been. touched or brought out. At 
@ luncheon given by the National Child’s 
Welfare League ap the Hotel Astor on Dec. 
10, representatives of educational institu- 
tions and of ‘garden, clubs were present to 
consider a very extended moyément to have 
regular teaching done in the public schools 
in garden work, boys and girls to be taught 
the sciences related to the soil and to plants, 
and to’ be given practical instruction in the 
art of gardening in small gardens where 
they may be had at their homes or else- 
where. This proposed teaching of garden- 
ing to the children in our public schoels 
has in it @ value that cannot be measured.:. 

Educational trainihg should be carried in 
this direction one step further. There should 
be established training schoolg- on farms, 
where young men may be given practical 
mstruction in every operation upon the 
farm, in better methods of soil tillage, In the 
growing of better seeds, in the breeding of 
better live stock, in the cultivation of bet- 
ter. fruit, and, above all, in the science of 
grading, packing, and selling farm products,

It may seem “‘ reasonable ’’ to Mr. Finlay, 
and undoubtedly it does-to Germans, to dis- 
courage in the French. the attempt: to get 
back Alsace-Lorraine, but how infinitely 
more ‘reasonable it would: be to leave it to 
the inhabitants themselves to decide to which 
nationality they want to belong.

pepe guess not. 

The sécond result which would tend to 
*‘ establish more firmly German hegemony 
among’ the small and jealous States by which 
she [Germany] and Austria are bordered’”’ will 
be looked upon as ‘“‘ reasonable and benefi- 
cial” only by Germans. Leaving. Austria 
out of the question, the small and ‘‘ jealous *’ 
States by which Germany is bordered are 
Presumably Belgium, Luxemburg, Holland, 
and Switzerland. The world has seen how 
willing Belgium was to accept German civ- 
ilization and culture. Her heroic resistance 
is most significant if you consider that a 
largé part of her population is: of German 
stock, Belgium prefers Latin culture, -just 
as the Alsatians: prefer it, they also of Ger- 
man stock. And’ Holland and Switzerland 


“are not at all longing to be part of the Ger- 


man Empire, but they do want to be left 
alone, 

Only a German brain could conceive such 
@. monstrously egotistic and preposterous 
idea that neighboring nations are to give 
up their traditions, culture, and even lan- 
guage in order to come under this mechanical 
German hegemony, and the surprise is that any 
American of British stock can, for a moment, 
entertain the thought. The world needs the 
culture and civilization of smaller countries. 
And Germany ‘herself was intellectually, and 
certainly morally, greater when shé was par- 
titioned into small States than she is now 
under Prussian militarism.

We. con- 
sider that ‘these’ wage: boards should. take 
up one industry at a time, studying it inten. 
sively, taking into consideration the standard 
of living of the worker and what the indus- 
try can afford: A wage rate should be de- 
cided for each particular industry. 

We feel that a commission organized in 
such a way is the only logical method to de- 
termine: wages: 

First—-Because it will give to underpaid 
and unskilled women and ‘gitls a voice in 
deciding what compensation they shall re-

Second—Because it will also bring about a 
better understanding between the workers, 
the employers and the community, each 
factor realizing the difficulties which beset 
the others; all will be correspondingly more 
tolerant. ;

“OPERA BORE TO. SOCIETY.” 


Aborns’ Comment on Chicago’s Lack 
of Interest in Century Co. 


. From. Chicago Milton and. Sargent 
Aborn, managers of the Century Opera 
Company, which gives its last perform- 
ances of opera in. English this week, 
have sent a statement of their plans. 
In. it they give as their -opinion that 
the lack of patronage was due to the 
general business depression, comment on 
the lack of. interest of Chicago's highest 
social circles ‘toward:.the performances, 
and saythat if it proves impossible to 
get. the Century Company:on its feet 
next season they will produce opera here 
with their own companiés. In ‘recent 
years the Aborn companies have not: ap- 
peared in Manhattan. A portion of the 
statement follows: ; 

“The fact that -the Century Opera 
Company has’ been obliged to ‘abandon 
the balance of its season after Jan. 2 is 
not, to our minds, an indication that it 
is not ‘what the people want.’ We be- 
lieve it is entirely due to present finan- 
cial. conditions, which haye affécted the 
amusement business in all-its forms in 
this, the poorest theatrical season Amer- 
iqca-has ever had... 

** We did not expect to get the patran- 
age of the social elect to any great ex- 
tent this. season at the Auditorium, but 
we did try very hard to get it. Society 
does not take kindly to grand opera ex- 
cept at very nigh prices. The few real 
music ‘lovers’ in “soctety have: attended 
the Century ‘perforthancés occasionally, 
but not with the enthusiasm they would 
have shown under the lure of the ‘ dia- 
mond horseshoe.’ Only about 10 per 
cent. of the élite really like grand opera, 
and the rest attend only as a_ social 
function. As one society woman said rc- 
cently: .‘ You don’t know what a relict 
‘it is not to have to go to the opera this 
year. Last year we just.had to go, of 
course, but-it got to be.an*awful bore, 
and most of us were greatly relieved 
when the season ‘was called off for this 
year.’

**'The ‘Silent ‘Voice,’’..a new play by 
Jules: Eckert.Goodman, was presented at 
the Liberty: Theatre last:evening with 
Otis Skinner in the leading réle.’ It isa 
piece in four acts which the author of 
** Mother ” has fashioned from a Gouy- 
erneur Morris short story. published some 
three or four years ago. 

The special scheme of that. striking 
story. prompted the dramatizer to bor- 
row cheerfully some of. the conveniences 
of the motion picture scenario and ‘‘ The 
Silent. Voice ’”’-is one of the conspicu- 
ously cinematographic plays of ‘the 
current season. It leaps as nimbly as 
it can from library to driveway, from 
house-top ‘to park. bench, and in the 
process. much of the force of Mr. 
Morris’s idea is sadly dissipated. 

Mr. Morris’s story is that of “the 
man who played God.’ The man is 
gifted and rich in the world’s goods, but 
he is solitary and miserable and bitter 
because he has lost his hearing. Com- 
fort comes to him when he stumbles on 
the fact that from the roof.of his house 
he can watch. the people in the neigh- 
boring park, and by the use of power- 
ful field glasses bring close to him the 
lips whose language he has learned to 
read. He is a safe and unsuspected 
eavesdropper, witnessing from his height 
the little comedies and tragedies staged 
for him onthe. park benches ‘below. “He 
picks up the small stories of need and 
distress and dispatches anonymots re- 
lief: He hears prayers and’ answers 
then: He plays Providence and finds 
it pleasant. 

And then suddenly, he finds himself 
standing witness to a love scene where 
the man is his young nephew and the 
woman his.young wife. He finds him- 
self called upon to play Providence in: a 


story that is. his own story, to remove a |’ 


difficulty where ‘he himself is the chief 
difficulty. 

Until.this-climax is reached Mr. Good- 
man’s play follows fairly closély the 
outlines of -Mr..Morris’s story. And 
whenever Montgomery Starr, the deaf 
man, looks out from his window or down 
from his roof into the park below ‘the 
stage goes black and there springs into 
sight (from behind some tapestry or lat- 
tice) the suddenly illuminated scene he is 

watching. You see what he gees and 
h Peg Pearce he: reads, ; 
— four .se arate times. Tt 
woud not easy to find a play whose 
story more lo ly invited this motion 
fess th leap, but the effect is none the 
ess the effect of a series of interrup- 
tions. Interesting eno aa in themselves, 
these interludes bre in upon the 
smooth movement of the play. They 
tend to scatter the accumulating in- 
terest.

Hie is present only 
potentially, as a person deeply con-

It is difficult 
even for. one of the finest actors on the 
American stage to give a telling per- 
formance in such.a réle.
